DI ED ON SABBATH. 


Welcome Parsons, Who Was 


Shot By Walter Holman. 


BURIED IN AFTERNOON. 


Coroner McCinney field An Inquest- 
It Is Believed Holman Will 
Beeover. 


W elcom e Parsons, who was shot 
in the abdomen by W alterHolm an at 
the farm of the former, about nine 
miles northeast of Sedalia, Satur­ 
day morning, died of his wounds 
at X o’clock Sunday morning, and 
was buried from his residence Sun­ 
day afternoon. 
W alter Holman, who 
was seri­ 
ously cut w ith a knife by Par- 
-tpns, w ill recover unless unforeseen 
com plications 
arise. 
D r. 
J. N . 
Ferguson visited the 
patient yes­ 
terday and found 
him 
resting 
Quietly, and this morning received 
a telephone message stating that 
he had passed a comforable night. 
Holman has not yet been arrested, 
but parties interested have been in 
consultation w ith County A ttorney 
Cashman in regard to 
issuing a 
warrant at an early hour. 
Coroner T . P . M cCluney visited 
the scene of tragedy Sunday ard 
held an inquest at the home of the 
dead man at the noon hour. 
A 
verdict was returned that W elcome 
i 
Parsons came to his death from a 
gunshot wound inflicted by W alter 
H olm an. 
Several witnesses were examined, 
but the most im portant testimony 
fo llo w s: 
M rs. Lucinda E . Parsons, w ife 
o f the deceased, testified that she 
did not see the shooting by H ol­ 
man, as it occurred in th e'b arn , 
but she witnessed the cutting of 
Holm an by her husband. 
Continuing, Mrs, Parsons said 
that 
Mrs. 
Holman, 
mother 
of 
W alter Holman, called at the Par­ 
sons home Friday morning and 
complained that Mr. Parsons had 
insulted a little girl (M aggieG reer, 
aged 13 years), who was livin g 
w ith Mrs. Holm an. 
Parsons gave 
the girl seme candy and asked her 
w hat she was going to give him in 
return. 
W itness heard the conversation 
between M r. Parsons and W alter 
Holm an 
Saturday morning and 
also 
heard the shot. 
She then 
knew that her husband had been 
shot. W itness saw W alter Holman 
knock her husband down w ith a 
rock. 
In conclusion, M rs. Parsons said 
ker husband told Mrs. 
Holman 
when she called Friday that he 
had no bad intentions when he 
gave the candy to tke little Greer 
g irl; but, on the contrary, if he 
wanted to do anything like that he 
had the money to pay his w ay. 
W alter Parsons, a son of the de­ 
ceased, testified that he was sitting 
in bis room Saturday c o r n in g and 
saw Mr. Holm an when he rode up 
to the farm. 
Holman asked where 
w itness’ father was, and was told 
that he was at , the barn feeding the 
horses. 
Holman 
went 
to 
the 


stable and witness went back to 
the house after his hat. 
W itness then went to the barn. 
Holman was standing at the door 
and Parsons, sr., was inside. Heard 
the latter say he knew he had done 
wrong and was sorry, to which 
Holman said, **I thought you were 
too old a man for such as that. 
“ Father said to H olm an,” con 
tinned young Parsons, “ to go and 
tell John Fayne (a relative o f the 
girl) about the trouble, as he was 
the one to take it up if anyone did. 
Holman 
said 
that 
Payne would 
have to know about it, of course. 
“ D ad” answered, said the w it­ 
ness, that “ if this thing is stirred 
up there w ill be other 
characters 
drawn into it.” 
Holman said that would be all 
right, and took two or three steps 
from the door, at the same time 
saying to Parsons, “ I understand 
you have said you would insult the 
girl again, and you dared the H ol­ 
mans to say anything about it.” 
Parsons said he did not say it, 
and W alter Holman said, 
“ You 
are a liar.” 
Parsons 
answered, 
“ Y ou are a liar, and d— d black 
one.” 
A t this Holman took out 
his pistol and shot. Parsons jumped 
out of the door and Holman shot 
again. 
Then they got together 
and wrestled around. 
W itness thought Holman was 
going to kill his father, so he pick­ 
ed up a rock and 
hit 
Holman on 
the head or shoulder, 
he 
did not 
know which. 
A s soon as Holman ft 
saw that young Parsons had taken 
a hand in the 
trouble he left, and 
Parsons, senior, went to the house. 
W itness noticed Holman’ s horse, 
and started it off in the direction 
Holman had gone. 
W itness then 
went to the house and was 
sent 
after D r. Staats at Beaman. 
A sked if M r. Holman was hurt 
when he left, young Parsons an­ 
swered 
that, “ he went trotting, 
with his arms drawn u p.” 
W itness did not see any knife 
during the fighting, but saw it 
after his father came through the 
fence. 
It was a medium sized 50- 
cent pocket knife. 
G. W . Glenn and A . W . Mc- 
K elsey’s testimony threw no light 
on the tragedy, but John M cFar­ 
land testified as follows : 
“ W alter Holman told me Mr.^ 
Parsons had called his mother a 
liar and him a lying s— of a b— . 
The weapon, Holman said, was a 
38-calibre, 
and had 
two 
loads 
in it.” 
Zach M cFarland also testified, 
and 
D r. 
Staats 
described 
the 
wound in Parsons’ abdomen, after 
which the verdict given above was 
returned.

Leouard Lee Bouldin, a Graduate of 
the High Sehool. 


Leonard Lee 
Bouldin died at 
1 130 o’clock Sunday afternoon at 
the home of his mother, Mrs. Lea 
A . Bouldin, seven miles north of 
Sedalia, of typhoid fever, aged 19 
years. 
Leonard was an unusually bright 
young man, w ith high aspirations, 
and a bright future.

stricken w ith disease, about four 
weeks since.

H e leaves a mother, sister 


and three brothers to mourn their 
loss. 
The funeral services w ill be held 
at the Broadway Christian church 
at I :30 o ’clock Tuesday afternoon, 
R ev.

Following is a copy of a circu lar 
which has been sent to manu fac* 
tu rers in ev ery part of the United 
States and Canad a ; 
“ Dear Sir—The twenty -first an­ 
nu al conv ention of the American 
confed eration of labor opens at 
New Orleans on Nov ember 13 . At 
this conv ention there will be pres­ 
ent d elegates from ev ery important 
trad e u nion in the United States 
and Canad a, who will report the 
progress mad e in membership, the 
financial cond ition, etc., of their 
organisation, and lay before the 
conv ention their plans for the en­ 
su ing y ear. 
“ Du ring the past y ear organ­ 
ised labor has been v ery aggres­ 
siv e, and ou r ad v ance reports show 
that they are prepared to become 
snore so in their attempts for 19 03 . 
W e believ e that ev ery employ er of 
labor shou ld u se ev ery means at 
hand to become informed as to the 
projected plans of these labor lead ­ 
ers as far in ad v ance as posssible. 
“ Realizing the importance of 
this, we will, as u su al, hav e sev ­ 
eral operativ es present at this con­ 
v ention, throu gh whom we will re­ 
ceiv e a complete report of all their 
proceed ings, inclu d ing secret ses 
sions. 
“ Yon realize, no d ou bt, the ad ­ 
v isability of keeping informed re­ 
gard ing the contemplated mov e­ 
ments of these labor lead ers, and 
we wou ld be pleased to receiv e 
y ou r ord er for a copy of the re­ 
port.’*
